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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest biodegradable films comprising a first 
layer and a second layer, wherein both of said layers each comprises a blend of a poly lactic acid 
and a polyester, wherein the polyester has the recited Tg and Tm values, and wherein the content 
of D-lactic acid in the first and second layers satisfies claim formula (1). Specifically, TERADA 
ET AL (US 6,372,331) and JP 2000-141955 fail to disclose laminates in which the polylactic 
acid and polyester blends are required to have the recited difference in D-lactic acid content in 
combination with the polyester having a melting point equal to or less than the polylactic acid in 
the same layer; KONG (US 2003/0039775) fail to disclose the required Tm and Tg of the 
polyester component of each layer; OYA ET AL (US 6,153,276) fails to disclose layers 
comprising blends of polylactic acid and polyesters; TERADA ET AL (US 6,326,440) and JP 
2001-219522 and JP 08-193165 and JP 2003-170560 and JP 2003-147177 and JP 2002-127343 
fail to disclose laminate structures containing multiple layers of the recited polymer blend with 
differing D-lactic acid contents; JP 2003-094585 fails to disclose blends containing polyesters 
with the recited combination of Tg and Tm values; EGAWA (US 2006/00401 19) fails to claim 
the recited blends; EGAWA (US 2005/0244606) fails to claim multilayer films; JP 200fails to 
disclose multilayer films containing multiple layers of the recited polymer blend- 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the
